Carter said when her 
neighbours, Ken and Norma 
Jackson, phoned to say they 
had a strange-looking crea¬ 
ture hopping under their 
window, she picked up the 
phone and called Ken and 
Kea Reid. 

The town’s canine control 
officers know just about 
everything there is to know 
about animal welfare, she 
said, and sure enough, they 
put her in touch with the 
Owl Foundation in 
Vineland. 

“The Reids were wonder¬ 
ful—they knew exacdy who 
to call. They have that kind 
of rapport with people. 
Every community should 
have a Ken and Kea.”

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Council has another look at future of Virgil school 


Majority vote 
says yes to study 
about land use, 
but no to heri¬ 
tage designation for 
the original 140-year- 
old one-room school 
building.

Council approved a land 
use study for Virgil Public 
School, but it was a tie vote 
that failed to move forward 
a process to give the prop¬ 
erty a third-party heritage 
designation. 

Both issues were voted 
on in poll votes at Monday 
night’s council meeting 
after being deferred at a 
September meeting. 

The land use study was 


approved unanimously. 

At the meeting led by 
Deputy Lord Mayor Maria 
Bau Coote during Dave 
Eke's absence, Mike 
Galloway, chief office 
administrator began the 
discussion with his opin¬ 
ion on both issues at the 
council table. 

He said a land use study 
would be beneficial for a 
future developer who pur¬ 
chases the former school 
site and would not affect 
the current zoning of the 
property. 

“I’m not too sure what 
the study will indicate but 
it will help a future devel¬ 
oper to decide what to do 
with the property.” 

But Galloway was not in 
support of giving the school 
site a third party designa¬ 
tion and suggested the 
issue be deferred until the 
property has been sold by 
the Niagara District School

“I would suggest holding 
the heritage matter until 
council has been given an 
opportunity to meet with 
the new owner of the prop¬ 


erty and incorporate the 
heritage into a larger devel¬ 
opment plan." 

Before councillors began 
their debate, Councillor 
Martin Mazza asked what 
constitutes a conflict of 
interest, referring to 
Councillor Jamie King who 
declared a conflict in 
September for both the 
designation and land study 
of Virgil, after receiving 
conflicting legal opinions. 

King later said he was 
not in conflict and voted 
on both issues. 

Bau Coote said it wasn't 
the time time or forum to 
discuss that issue. 

Galloway clarified the 
issue, explaining that it’s 
the responsibility of the 
individual member of 
council to deem a conflict 
of interest, which means 
incurring a financial gain. 

He added there is legis¬ 
lation readily available so if 


councillors have a concern 
about conflicts they can 
file a complaint to be heard 
through die proper chan- 

Councillor Jamie King 
said he supported both the 
land study and the heri¬ 
tage designation. 

"I’m excited to be able to 
vote because I don’t con¬ 
sider myself to be in con¬ 
flict with this matter.” 

He said the study will 
offer options to potential 
developers, which is good 
for growth in Virgil. 

King added that residen¬ 
tial growth in Virgil has 
been tremendous, but now 

mercial growth. 

“There has been a com¬ 
pletely residential growth 
- Virgil hasn't seen the cor¬ 
responding commercial 
growth.” 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said he would support both

Did you know this is a perfect 
time to plant tulip bulbs for 
next spring? The tulip is a 
reliable spring bloomer with 
built-in “antifreeze" that helps 
it withstand the winter. They 
can be planted much later 
than their bulb-relatives like 
daffodils. To avoid the look of 
too much precision, plant the 
bulbs in random holes with 5 
to 11 bulbs per hole. A bulb that 
is 3-cm thick deserves a 10-cm 
hole. Loosen the soil at the 
bottom of the hole and add a 
handful of bone meal to assure 
that roots get the nutrition they 
need. Bury your bulbs using the 
soil from the hole mixed with 
30% sand to improve drainage. 
Step on the soil after planting to 
firm the soil around the bulbs 
and to encourage them to take 
root.

“We want to do what's 
best for our community 
and that four acres of land 
are an important part of 
Virgil." 

Zalepa said timing is 
important and if a new 
property owner decides to 
tear down the school, a 


heritage designation 
means the difference 
between scrambling on the 
phones and setting up 
interviews. A designation 
would give council more 
control.” 

Councillor Terry Flynn 
didn't support a designa¬ 
tion because the property 
is still in the possession of 
the DSBN. 

He said it would be bet¬ 


ter to table the issue until 
the property was sold. 

"I don’t think it would be 
prudent for me to approve 
this recommendation at 
this time," said Flynn. 

"There is a time and 
place when it can be rein¬ 
troduced. I don’t agree 
with forcing a designation 
on a whole property 
because of one corner," 
Flynn said referring to the 


original one school room. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
said it would be ideal to 
have a developer to discuss 
both of these issues with.

How do we get 

We can only do so much to 
engage people in elections. Why is 
it so difficult to convince people to 
vote? 

With more advance polls than 
ever, and more people using them, 
voter turn-out could have been an 
all-time high in last week's provin¬ 
cial election—instead it was just the 
opposite, with less than half the 
eligible voters in the province actu¬ 
ally marking a ballot. 

Elections Ontario reports that 
49.2 per cent of eligible voters cast a 
ballot, even fewer than the previous 
record low of 52.1 per cent in the 
2007 provincial election. 

Why this election, when it was 
easier than ever to vote? Was there 
something more important hap¬ 
pening that day? 

Yes, we just had a federal elec¬ 
tion in the spring, and voted at a 
municipal level a year ago. But real¬ 
ly, the act of voting is not that stren-

uous, and anyone who watches TV 
or listens to radio—and isn't that 
everyone?—must have learned 
something about the candidates 
and their parties. 

As a society, we are cynical about 
politics and politicians, and that's 
likely the closest to an explanation 
of why more of us don't vote. 

Much-discussed online voting 
may be an idea whose time has 
come, simply because we spend so 
much time at our computers as it is. 
It would be interesting to have a 
break-down of voter age-groups, 
but certainly, if we want to appeal 
to the younger demographics, 
online ballots would be the 
answer. 

We congratulate all those who 
put their names forward to run, and 
despair that the majority of those 
eligible to vote did not give them 
the respect they deserve by casting 
their ballots.

Some smart meters have 
been replaced in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake to correct 
problems with transmission 
of data, leading up to the 
phase in of time-of-use bill¬ 
ing that should begin in 
about a week. 

But it's not the recording 
of electricity use that has 
failed, assures NOTL Hydro 
president Jim Huntingdon. 

However, caught in the 
middle of a testing period as 
he had his meter replaced 
about two weeks ago was 
Concession 7 residential 
hydro customer Tony 
Romanic. 

When he opened his bill, 
dated Oct. 4, he saw a charge 
of more than $4,200 for the 
electricity he had apparent- 

He spoke to the Advance 
about the error, which 
NOTL Hydro has corrected, 
wondering whether other 
customers have had similar 
bills. 

While he was "semi-sat- 
isfied' 1 with the response 
from NOTL Hydro, he is 
concerned about the accu¬ 
racy of his previous bills. 

"The guy who changed 
my meter said the clock 
wasn't working. How many 
others are experiencing 


this? I'd also like to know if 
my so-called smart meter 
has been screwing up for 
the last six months. How do 
I know I haven't been over¬ 
charged in previous bills?" 

But Huntingdon assures 
that is not the case—that 
the error on Romanic's bill 
was "a real fluke. The timing 
couldn't have been worse." 

There are two compo¬ 
nents to the smart meters, 
he explained—one that is 
sealed, that measures con¬ 
sumption, and another 
radio component that trans¬ 
mits data. That is the part 
that is presenting difficul¬ 


ties for time-of-use billing, 
he said. 

"In final preparation for 
time-of use-billing, we have 
been replacing a small 
number of smart meters 
identified as not communi¬ 
cating effectively with our 
tower," says Huntingdon. 

"All of our smart meters 
have been government test¬ 
ed and sealed for accuracy, 
however, a few meters lack 
satisfactory radio signal 
strength necessary to bill 
time-of use. One meter 
(Romanic's) was changed at 
the same time that we were 
performing live system test¬ 


ing for time-of-use billing, 
resulting in an irregular and 
inaccurate customer bill¬ 
ing." 

After identifying the 
inaccuracy, the bill was cor¬ 
rected and the cause of the 
incident remedied, said 
Huntingdon. 

He plans to give Romanic 
a spread sheet that will help 
explain what happened and 
hopefully assure him that 
other than that one "bizarre 
bill,' his billing has been 
correct. 

"While we believe that 
this was an isolated inci¬ 
dent, we are thoroughly 


checking for accuracy all 
accounts that had a similar 
meter testing." 

Somewhere between 20 
to 30 smart meters have 
been replaced, he said, with 
a few more necessary 
replacements before the 
transition to time-of-use 
billing.

development. Having 
achieved both of those, it 
really felt right to go at this 

A lot of changes have 
taken place in her 17 years 
with the Festival, including 
some significant physical 
enhancements, such as the 
new production centre— 
and, of course, she says 
only half-joking, she’s very 
proud of the expansion of 
the women’s washroom in 


the Festival Theatre (for 
which female audience 
members say thank you). 

"The company has 
grown, the work has got 
better and better, and I’m 
very proud and very 
pleased to have been 
involved during those 
years. I’m also blessed to 
have worked with two fab¬ 
ulous artistic directors," 
she says.

Blake has agreed to stay 
on through the hiring of 
her replacement, she 
expects until early next 
spring. 

At 63, Blake says she 
won’t stop working, but 
she will do less, likely in the 
area of arts consulting or 
project management, to 
allow her the flexibility to 
travel and have more time 
for herself.

next June to the re-enact¬ 
ment of the battles of Fort 
George and Queenston 
Heights, the burial of Brock, 
the famous trek of Laura 
Secord, the occupation and 
the burning of the town. 

All of those bicentennial 
events are in the planning 
stages and will tie place 
with or without federal 
funding, but some “hard 
cash” from the federal gov¬ 
ernment will help with the 
logistics, explained volun¬ 
teer Jim Alexander. 

Those involved in the 
NOIL 1812 committee and 
other organizations plan¬ 
ning events have known 
there was funding coming 
for about two weeks, and 
have already begun the 
application process, said 
Alexander 

They have been assured 
that if the applications don't 
meet criteria for this round 
of grants, there are other 
sources of funding that can 
be accessed. 

In the announcement at 
Fort George Tuesday, 
Heritage Minister James 
Moore and Justice Minister 
Rob Nicholson spoke of the 
importance of the 1812 cel¬ 
ebrations to Canada, and to 
Niagara in particular. 

The money is expected 
to help pay for a national 
education campaign, sup¬ 
port for about 100 historical 
re-enactments andcelebra- 
tions, a permanent War of 
1812 monument in Ottawa 
and improvements to more 
than 40 national historic 
sites that are significant to 
the war.

He said June 15, 16 and 
17 of next year will be the 
grand opening weekend. 

Gansel told councillors 
there would be a Military 
Tattoo at Fort George which 
will include a musical pre¬ 
sentations from the Fife 
and Drum Corps and a 
musket and canon demon¬ 
stration. 

There will be a parade 
down Queen Street featur¬ 
ing the Governor General 
Horse Guards, a military 
cavalry and the Lincoln 
and Welland Regiment. 

There will be a military 
musical ride performed by 
the General Horse Guards. 

The Niagara Historical 
Society and Museum will 
celebratewithaDeclaration 
of War and Brock Ball and 
the Niagara Symphony 
Orchestra will play at Fort 
George. 

Concluding the week¬ 
end, church bells will ring 
along the Niagara River on 
both sides of the border to 
signify 200 years of peace. 

All events are pending 
and subject to change, said 
Gansel. 

Tony Chisolm and Rick 
Meloen, members of the 


1812 committee have been 
planning the re-enactment 
of the burning of Newark. 

They spoke to the coun¬ 
cillors and asked for the 
Town's support to allow 
them to carry out their 
plans and to use parts of 
the town. 

There are two significant 
events, Chisolm said — 
NOTL will be under 
American occupation from 
May to December, 2013. 
On Dec. 7, 2013, the town 
will symbolically be lit 
with red lights to com¬ 
memorate the burning of 
the town. 

Chisolm said the com¬ 
mittee plans to hire stu¬ 
dents to dress as American 
soldiers and patrol Queen 
and King Streets. 

“The idea is for the stu¬ 
dents to interact with resi¬ 
dents and tourists and to 
inform them about the 
American Occupation 
beginning with the batde 
at Fort George and ending 
with the burning of the 
town in December.” 

Chisolm said he hopes to 
see a guard house on King 
Street with an American 
flag from that time period, 
which had 15 stars and 15 

During the symbolic 
burning a video playing on 
a 50 foot screen at the back 
of the Market Square will 
highlight the history and 
the burning of the tow 

Homes and businesses 
in Old Town will be lit up in 
red lights over several 
nights in December to sig¬ 
nify the burning. 

“These ideas are still in 
their infancy and they need 
more time for refinements 
and additions," Meloen told 
councillors.

Instead of lugging that 
old television set with its 
rabbit ears to the curb for 
garbage pick-up, recycle it 
to support the Red Roof 
Retreat. 

Red Roof is asking peo¬ 
ple to collect their old 
electronics from dusty 
basements and packed 
closets and recycle them. 

These items include 
televisions, computers, 
monitors, cell phones and 
even answering machines 
— people can drop off 
their out-of-date electron¬ 
ics at Clare’s Harley 
Davidson this Saturday. 

"We’ll be there from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m., with happy 
faces waiting for people to 
pull up and show us what 
they’ve got,” says Red Roof 
Retreat founder, Steffanie 
Bjorgan. 

Bj organ says she is 
excited about the fundrais¬ 
er because it is something 
new in Niagara-on-the- 
Like. 

“It’s something that has 
been done in other com¬ 
munities with a really posi¬ 


tive response and it’s 
something I wanted to 
bring here." 

Red Roof will receive 
proceeds from the day, but 
the amount depends on 
how many items are recy- 

Everything is weighed, 
says Bjorgan. 

“There will be large bins 
for people to put their elec¬ 
tronics in and the amount 
of money we receive will 
be based on the weight of 
the bins after they are 
filled." 

The idea to hold a recy¬ 
cling fundraiser was two¬ 
fold, says Bjorgan. 

“I started looking into 
where the money goes 
when you pay an environ¬ 
mental tax.” 

One of the volunteers 
for Red Roof told her about 
the Electronics 

Stewardship Program, 
which follows a mandate 
from the government. The 
program also looks for 
charities and businesses to 
work together to help raise 
money for a good cause 
while properly disposing 
of electronics. 

"Because of the change 
from analog to digital a lot 


people are updating their 
televisions and leaving 
their old electronics on the 
side of the road. I got tired 
of seeing everyone’s elec¬ 
tronics at the end of their 
driveways — this is a good 
way to make sure these 
things don’t end up going 
into a landfill.” 

Bjorgan says it is impor¬ 
tant for the retreat to be 
environmentally friendly 
and doing anything it can 
to lesson its carbon foot- 

“We are environmen¬ 
tally friendly. We have 
beautiful wetlands which 
have been designated by 
the conservation authority 
and my staff will tell you 
they are serious when it 
comes to recycling."

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Family health clinic holding clinics for flu vaccinations

The flu season is upon us 
once again, which means it's 
time to consider being vac¬ 
cinated against influenza. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Family Health Team is offer¬ 
ing flu shots to its patients 
on Oct. 25, 26 and 27 from 9 
a.m. to 7 p.m. at the commu¬ 
nity centre, and Oct. 29 or 
Nov. 5 from 9 a.m. to 12 p.m. 

These clinics are only 
available to patients of the 
NOTL Health Team, says 
Maria Bau Coote, executive 
director. 

Residents who aren’t 
patients of the Family Health 
Team can receive their flu 


vaccinations on Nov. 2 at the 
NOTL Centennial Arena 
from 1 p.m. to 8 p.m. at a 
clinic organized by the 
region's public health 
department. 

Patients are reminded to 
bring their health cards and 
to wear a short-sleeved 
shirt. 

The flu is a serious dis¬ 
ease caused by a virus that 
effects the lungs and there 
are many symptoms — 
headaches, a sudden high 
fever, sore throat, cough and 
chills are just a few. 

Bau Coote wants to 
remind people to take pre¬ 
cautions to avoid getting sick 
during the winter season. 

“Wash your hands. My 
hands are always dry from 


washing them so much, but 
it's important during this 
time of year." 

The executive director 
says it's important to be 
well-rested to avoid illness. 

"I’m not the best at doing 
this myself, but people need 
to make sure they get enough 
rest. A lot of people are 
always on the go-go-go. Our 
bodies need to rest, other¬ 
wise we become suscepti¬ 
ble." 

She says people should 
cough or sneeze into their 
elbows or arms to stop the 
spread of germs. 

It’s important when peo¬ 
ple are sick that they stay 
home and rest, says Bau 
Coote. “It’s a wonderful 
thing to have a great work 


ethic, but you're not doing 
anyone any favours by com¬ 
ing into work sick and 
spreading germs." 

Bau Coote says getting 
the flu shot is quick and 
painless. “If anyone needs 
any encouragement to get 
their flu shot, there will be 
coffee, tea, and cookies 
afterwards. It only takes 15 
minutes of your time.” 

To help protect her com¬ 
promised immune system 
and stay healthy, Bau Coote 
says she will get her flu shot 
this season 

“I have been getting the 
flu shot for the last 12 years. 
I don’t want to jinx myself 
but I haven't gotten sick. I’ve 
had maybe a mild case of 
the flu once, but I attribute 


my health to the flu shot.” 

She says the health team 
expects to see a large num¬ 
ber of people from receiving 
their vaccinations. 

“We expect quite a few 
people. Last year we gave flu 
shots to 200 people on the 
first day. I would say we saw 
between 600 to 800 people 
who got vaccinated last 

New this year for the 
Family Health Team, the 
location of the flu clinic has 
changed to the community 
centre because of its acces¬ 
sibility, says Bau Coote. 

She says the family health 
team will also continue its 
food drive for Newark 
Neighbours for the third 


“We’ve always had an 
outstanding response from 
the community and we want 
to support the food bank. 
There are so many of us who 
live in beautiful Niagara-on- 
the-Lake but there are those 
in the community who are 
not as fortunate as others. 
With the cold winter weath¬ 
er months, it’s important to 
help those people who don’t 
have much."

Explore history through 
an artist's eyes this Sunday 
at RiverBrink Art Museum 
in Queenston. 

Charles Pachter, a well- 
known Canadian artist, 
will present his contem¬ 
porary take on John 
Graves Simcoe and his 
pivotal role in the reset¬ 
tling of Loyalists from the 
American colonies in 
Upper Canada following 
the American War of 
Independence. 

Pachter’s lecture will 
set the stage for the next 
season of exhibitions and 

RiverBrink's War of 1812^ 
opening in May 2012, says 
Debra Antoncic, interim 
curator. 

She says he will talk 
about the lead-up to the 
War of 1812 and the his¬ 
torical figures involved in 

"I'm really excited 
about having Pachter 
here. It will be a nice and 
relaxed but educational 
atmosphere. It's a chance 
to meet the artist and see 
what inspires him." 

Antoncic says each lec¬ 
ture at the museum is dif¬ 
ferent, but she expects 
Pachter to talk about the 
techniques he uses in his 
art and give his take on 
Canadian history. 

In his series of narra¬ 
tive paintings, Pachter has 
examined the turbulent 
years leading up to and 
following the American 
Revolution that led to the 
flight of thousands of dis¬ 
placed Loyalists in the 
1780s and 1790s. 

Their resettlement and 
the resulting creation of 
Upper Canada under the 
stewardship of John 
Graves Simcoe are themes 


which Pachter has re-in- 
terpreted from his own

"He's an interesting 
character — a lot of his

Born in Toronto, 
Pachter studied art histo¬ 
ry at the University of 
Toronto, French literature 
at the Sorbonne in Paris 
and paintings and graph¬ 
ics at the Cranbrook 
Academy of Art in 
Michigan. 

He is the recipient of 
numerous awards, includ¬ 
ing the Order of Canada 
and an Honorary 
Doctorate from Brock 
University.

> Zinc batteries, 
pencils can 
improve life for 
children in Third 
World countries. 


Have you heard the 
expression ‘Think globally, 
and act locally 1 ? 

Starting this year St. 
Davids has decided to 
focus on both local and 
global charities. 

Each St. Davids School 
student sent a pencil with 
a note to a child in Africa 
where Elyse Giroux, daugh¬ 
ter of Mrs. Giroux, our 
principal, is studying. 

We found out through 
her that the children in 
certain schools only receive 
one pencil a year, limiting 
the option of education. 

St. Davids arranged to 
collect a 10-kilogram box 
of pencils to send to chil¬ 
dren in Africa. Purolator 
provided us with a dis¬ 
count rate and the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Rotary Club 
paid for the postage. We 
wish the children in Africa 
luck and hope they write 
back.
